Dr. Butler, who said prohibition was 
a failure because the laws were too 
drastic, will neither dishearten the 
drys nor bring reinforcements jo the 
wets, the letter went on, and neither 
the Republican nor the Democratic 
Party dares, much~-less will be e m- 


pelled, to insert a wet plank into the: 


presidential campaign platforms. His 


letter read: 


You tell me that the citizens’ com- 
mittee of 1000 believe that if the 
statement made by. President Nicho- 
las Murray Butler goes unchallenged, 
“it will have three very bad-effects”’: 
first, it will encourage people to vio- 
late the prohibition laws and other 
laws; secondly, it will dishearten the 
students of American universities in 
their efforts to enforce prohibition 
legislation on ‘university premises; 
thirdly, it will announce to the,whole 
world that American ; constitutional 
government has failed. 

In my opinion, President Butler’s 
statement will have no such effects. 
It will not increase the number of 
wets in the United States; it will 
dishearten no dry students, and it has 
no tendency whatever to prove that 
American constitutional government 
has failed. 

You ask me for a “concise state- 
ment of the attitude of our educatofs” 
toward the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Volstead Act. Of course, I 
have no authority to speak for “our 
educators"; but I am glad to have this 
opportunity to express three opinions, 
my own opinions, as follows: 

An overwhelming majority of the 
teachers and educators of our coun- 
try believe in bringing up all chil- 
dren not to use alcohol in any form 
for the sake of their own health and 
of the public health, and also believe 
that the reasons for the abolition of 
alcoholism should be taught in all 
schools as part of the regular in- 
struction in personal and community 
hygiene.

Still another dean of a state institution 
declares that “there is little doubt but 
that the percentage of sudents who 
drink is less at the present time than 
it was before the prohibition laws went 
into effect.” 


Middle-West Advances 


Middle western statistics ,indicate 
that in the states of Iowa, Missouri, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Mich- 
igan, Ohio and Indiana only one col- 
lege reports an increase of drinking, 
while 37 report a decrease and 37 
others assert that they have never had 
the drink problem on the campus. 

In the western states of Montana, 
Wyoming, North Dakota, Colorado, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, and Kansas, 
not a single institution reports an in- 
crease of drinking, while nine report 
a decrease and 12 that there has never 
been a problem. In the Pacific states 
of Washington, Oregon, California, 
Idaho, Utah, Nevada, Arizona, and 
New Mexico there are no institutions 
which report an increase of drinking, 
12 report a decrease, with 10 asserting 
that the liquor problem has never 
affected the campus.

BRITISH WELCOME 


Outlook for Settlement Régarded 
as Brighter — Foreign * Policy 
Held Responsible for Defeat 


By Cable from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, May 13—The hews that 
Raymond Poincaré had cancelled the 
meeting arranged between him and 
Ramsay MacDonald on May 19 to dis- 
cuss reparations was not unexpected 
in diplomatic circles here. Although 
Downing Street naturally took. no 
steps in the cancellation, it is agreed 
that the narmal course, in’ view of 
the altered state of affairs, created by 
the unexpected result of the French 
elections, would be to allow the politi- 
cal-situation’ in.

_ HAVE EYE ON TAX RETURN SUIT 


| LANCASTER, N. H., May 13 (Spe- 
_cial)—Trial of the most important 
‘lumber tax. lawsuits ever brought in 
‘this State began today at the Coos 
‘County Courthouse when the state tax 
commissioners, sitting as referees ap- 
pointed by the court, heard the open- 
ing arguments in the litigation be- 
tween the Connecticut Valley Lumber 
Company and the town of Stratford,

War Is Un-Christian 

One member of the committee of five 
who drafted the resolution explained

I decided 
three things: (1) War is contrary to 
the spirit of Christ; (2) war can never 
be ended except in this way. Christian: 
leaders must take a stand against it; 
(3) the method is un-Christian. War 
may be for a righteous cause or for an 
unrighteous cause, but the method is 
the same. You cannot make a dis- 
tinction between wars. War is war. 

An effort was made to insert 
word “defensive,”.in order to arrest 
objection to the resolution. To this 
attempt Dr. Ray Allen of Rochester, 
N. Y., said: 

I never heard of a war which was 
not’ represented to be “defensive.” 
No nation on the face of the earth 
can raise an army except for a de- 
fensive war. The church knows it 
is not Christian when it blesses war. 
Young manhood knows it. The church 
must set itself right with young 
manhood. 

Dr.

We must find 
men brave enough to apply all the 
social implications of Christianity. 

There are great, indivisible tasks 
which are common to us all, and to 
which one must bring the common 
mass to bear. We face the most colos- 


sal problem of religious education. No ~- 


single denomination will ever deal 
with it adequately. You cannot iso- 
late young life. It is inextricably 
woven and interwoven. There is no 
way to deal with the problem unless 
we find some way to do it with all 
our forces massed. 

The issue of the races is in the 
tainting of life with group alienation. 
Differences of color and language are 
incidental. You cannot deal with race 
alienation with another type of alien- 
ation. There are no secular formulas 
for it. Crying “100 per cent Ameri- 
canism” will not end a single problem. 
Do not try to be like the man who 
put a sign in his window: “I am 200 
per cent American.

| Field Station Will Experiment With Tract at Waltham— 
Meeting Competition of California and South 


Transformation of thousands of 
;acres of swampy land in .Massachu- 
setts into market gardens is the goal 
which the State’s market 
garden field station, now located in 
Lexington, is definitely working. It 
may be a slow process but the thor- 
oughness which has marked the sta- 
tion’s research work in the eight years 
of its existence indicates that when 
the problem of waste land is once 
attacked it will be pursued until posi- 
tive results are obtained. : 

The station has outgrown its facili- 
ties at Lexington and will soon move 
onto a 50-acre tract in Waltham, left 
to the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege by the will of Cornelia Warren. 
The college runs the station. This 
tract contains about 15 swampy acres, 
and it is here that reclamation. will 
be experimentally dealt with. Whether 
this particular research will start as 
soon as the station moves into its new 
surroundings is not known as there is 
already a vast amount of work under 
way, but it is certain to be undertaken 
at no far distant date. 

Information Valuable 

The market garden field station was 
established in 1916 and was designed 
to supply the market gardener with 
information obtained through the exact 
laboratory methods of the field. With 
this source of help at his elbow the 
Massachusetts truck farmer soon be- 
gan to work more constructively. At 
first many gardeners showed little 
disposition to avail themselves of the 
information so gathered, feeling cer- 
tain that technical farmers could teach 
them little in a field in whch they 
had worked all their lives. But actual 
results obtained by the station soon 
overcame this-notion and today some 
5000 .market gardeners in the State 
regard the field station as invaluable 
to their success. 

One problem that the station is meet- 
ing ina steady, quiet way is that of 
competition from outside, It became 
a matter of considerable concern to 
the market gardeners of Massachu- 
setts when California, irrigating tracts 
of land of 500 or more acres, bezgah 
to ship lettuce into New England in the 
middle of the winter. Virginfa mer-

chandized her spinach in a similar 
manner with the result that whereas 
Massachusetts and New England win- 
ter growers formerly got a $1 a bushel, 
the price was knocked down to 30 or 
40 cents. 


Difficulties Overcome 

When the field station saw the Bay 
State winter growers begin to aban- 
don winter lettuce, it is set about to de- 
velop a winter ‘lettuce that should be 
as good as the California product, and 
could be grown in the - greenhouse. 
This has not yet been fully accom- 
plished, but great progress has been 
made—enough to warrant Paul Demp- 
sey, superintendent of the station, and 
his‘ technically trained colleagues in 
the belief that the objective soon will 
be reached. When the station moves 
into its new home it will consolidate 
some of the advances already made. 

When, a few years ago, the celery 
creps in Boston turned brown and 
would not. grow, the station tackled 
this problem. As the result of these 
researches the solution was found to 
be in spraying. And so, in many other 
| perplexing market produce problems, 
the station led the way-to discoveries 
and methods that have proved a great 
boon to the growers,

IN MR. VANDERLIP’S INQUIRIES 


Head of Citizens’ Federal Research Bureau Says Results 


‘Have Justified “U 


\ Speetal from Monitor Bureatt - 

NEW:. YORK, May 13—Frank A. 
Vanderlip, formerly president of the 
National City Bank and now chairman 
of the Citizens’ Federal Research 
Bureau in Washington, in xan inter- 
view with a representative of The 
Christian Sc'ence Monitor said he had 
received “real encouragement” from 
his survey of business and financial 
sentiment in New York toward his at- 
temupt to make widely; known. the 
facts in relation to. the Government 
bureaus at Washington as revealed by 
the present invegtigations.. He skid: 

I find a steady change of sentiment 
going on among men in New York 
who long ago made up their minds 
that there was “nothing wrong” at 
, Washington. I find them ‘convinced 
now that there is something really’ 
very wrong there. The resignation of 
William J. Burns as head of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation, United States 
Department of Justice, is a very pa- 
tent case that arrangements in our 
Government are very deservedly un- 
der fire and are being forced to give 
ground through public sentiment. 

The causes of that resignatioh are | 
not any one,mis-step but cumulative 
indignation against many errors, the 
first of which was, of course, the ap- 
pointment of a professional detective 
to one of the chairs of our administra- 
tive organization where a_ sleuth 
should be the last of all men to sit. 
That Mr. Burns used his office to 
serve purely political purposes is ab- 
solutely undoubted. Certainly, it is 
admitted on all hands now that he did 

his best to “get’’’ Senator Wheeler, 

* and that his bureau has pursued al- 
most as criminals the men who have 
tried to bring out the facts recently 
at Washington. His departure is a 
great victory for the public con- 
‘science and a vindication that it still 
operates on our Government. 

The career of Col. Arthur Woods as 

Police Commissioner of New York 
under the Mitchell administration, said 
Mr. Vanderlip, should be an indication 
to President Coolidge that the highest 
type of American is the best to expect 
to succeed to such a post. “I under- 
stand that such a man,” he declared, 
“is going to be appointed, and follow- 
ing the excellent choice shown in the 
selection of the new Attorney-General 
this is another sign that a good deal 
of unsparing criticism has at last be- 
gun to justify itself.” 
- Mr. Vanderlip said that, having put 
aside all his business and financial 
connections, he is devoting his entire 
time to the work of the Citizens’ Fed- 
eral Research Bureau and is recon- 
ciled to the fact that the public pur- 
poses of the bureau may take years, 
rather than months, to perform. He 
added: 

My heart is in this thing, and I 
want to assure anyone who may feel 
any sort of kinship with the bureau’s 
work that it is in no sense an agency 
to ferret out corruption or, even pri- 
marity, such an agency. That duty 
has been foreed upon us.by the'pres- 
ent revelat of dishonesty and in- 
competence at the heart of our po- 
litical system, but the real way in 
which T conceive my own purposes 
in Washington is to build. 

Many of the abuses in. Washington 
surround temporary bureaus arising 
out of the war or gpecial conditions 
following the war. Many have been 
due to war contracts and liquidations, 
the sale of war supplies, and the set- 
tlement with the railroads. Many of 
“the boards concerned with thesé af- 
fairs report only to the President. 
In a way, they are extra-Govern- 
mental affairs. we fi 

My owwn feeling is that, in the re- 
action from the war, the resources 
by which the public demands integ- 
rity from its publicyservants have 
been temporarily swamped, with’ the 
result that unpunished corruption has 
begun to get into the regular admin- 
istration of the Government. It is 
to restore control of our Govern- 
ment and to rouse the public to the 
need of préventing its further de- 
moralization that the Citizens’ Fed- 
eral Research Bureau was founded; 
but in the work of ballasting a new 
system against the recurrence :of 
such a shameless condition, which 
has reduced our credit throughout 
“the world. It hopes to bear a very, 
real part. 

Mr. Vandertip said he had found 
écntiment for the work of the bureau 
responsive in the middle west and 
wherever the progressive elements of 
the old parties and the sponsors of a 
third party are strongest.

AIR TRANSPORTATION TO, BECOME. 
REGULAR AS THAT OF RAILROADS 


and Suggests System of En 


Special from Monttor Rureau 
LONDON, April 29—Sooner or later 
air transport will be as regular and 
methodical as the railways. One of the 


faults the business man finds in it to- 
day is its uncertainty. Air enthusiasts 
who ignore this complaint and content 
themselves with comparisons of the 
speeds of aeroplanes and railway trains 
are not greatly helping the cause of 
aviation; for such help one rather 
looks to those who recognize the de: 
fects and seek a way to overcome 
them. 

At the outset. of that effort they 
meet great discouragement. The fact 
is, not. forgetting the great feats it 
has accomplished, the aeroplane is 
still in a somewhat feeble infancy; 
and despite the enormous amount of 
flying done under rigorous discipline 
during the war, those who fly and 
tend the aeroplane have not yet got 
out of the phase of regarding it as a 
creature of moods that must not be 
expécted to conform to strict regula- 
tions and to time schedules. 

Regular Overhauls 

When one of the British air lines 
announced that it was going to alter 
all that, and’ apply to the airplane the 
same broad fundamentals of manage- 
ment that have proved efficacious in 
better-established transport concerns, | 
one heard on all sides murmurs of in- | 
credulity. Yet in a little while it was 
shown that the claim had a good deal 
of justification behind it: great things 
were done in regularizing overhauls, 
and in getting a reasonable amount of. 
service out of machines. The methods | 
that brought this about were. widely | 
copied by other lines. 

Typal development of aircraft is very: 
diverse. There are heavy machines 
and light machines, types that. land | 
slowly, others that land fast. .There ifs, | 
indeed, more divergence than in roa 
vehicles, and, of course, véry much) 
more than in railway engines, so far | 
as the driver or pilot is concerned.

That alone ought to show the neces- 
sity for all to work together; it must 
in the long run prove an effective 
check upon inexpert or wunsympa- 
thetic management: insurance -rates 
will steadily increase against the line 
that mesglects proper precautions or 
forces the pace with increasing risk. 
But in the meantime pilots and. pas- 
sengers alike are entitled to demand 
that safety should be the first claim 
on the attention of the business, reg- 
ularly the second.

University Act, which was passed by) 
the Victorian Legislature a few months | 


ago. is now fully in operation. It 
‘makes some interesting changes in 
the scope of the University’s work. 
and in its relation to the primary and 


secondary educational schemes which | 


are governed directly by the Staté. 
A few years ago Melbourne University | 
had to look on unblessed, while Sydney, 
her sister and rival institution, re-, 
ceived $2,500,000 (nominal) from the 
estate of Sir Samuel McCaughey, a 
millionaire station-owner. 


Annual Grant Increased 


Melbourne has for many years. been | 


maintained chiefly by the very in- 


adequate State grant which was fixed’ |}. 


in earlier times, supplemented by 
eagerly sought and-hardly won addi- 
tional subventions, But at the end of 
last year, after an agitation led by 
the graduates, and supported strongly 
by the executive body of the Associated 
Trades Unions, an act was passed 
which increased the annual grant to 
$225,000, made an immediate special 
provision of $300,000, for building 
purposes, and gave certain additional 
money earmarked for particular ob- 
jects. 

- Fhe inauguration of this new finan- 
cial era was made the occasion for 
séveral reforms, the general tendency 
of which was to bring the University 
into closer touch with the State Edu- 
cation department and with the busi- 
ness community. A chair of commerce 
is to be established, for which applica- 
tions are now being called. Extra- 
mural teaching, by correspondence 
and the hokiing of tutorial classes, 
will in the future be an important 
part of the University’s work, and a 
large and highly trained staff is in 
charge of this branch. 


100 Free Places 


The university is committed to pro- 
vide nearly 100 free places annually 
for men and women undergoing train- 
ing as state teachers, and to hold fre- 
quent short courses of study for 
teachers who have already taken up 
their duties. The first series of these 
courses is due in May, when classes 
for teachers will be held in a very 
wide variety of subjects, including 
politics, history, law, philosophy, 
mathematics, and music. 

There has been some criticism, from 
those who hold to the older academic 
ideals, of the “utilitarian” trend of

Dallas Little Theater 
- Wins ‘Belasco Cup

NEW YORK, May 12—The Little 
Theater. tournament, ‘held at the Be- 
lasco .Theater the. week of May 5, 1924, 
under the auspices of the New York 
Drama League, proved a great success, 
and. promises much for the future. 
About 18 little theater groups com- 
‘the David Belasco Trophy 
Cup, and the contest was entered into 
with earfiestness, but at the same time 
with that. feeling of good-natured 
rivalry which is the essence of true 
sportsmanship. 

The four one-act plays «hosen as 
the best from the week’s offerings, by 
the judges, to be acted again Saturday 
night, and from which the prize win- 
ner was to be named, were: “The 
Nursery Maid of Heaven,” a miracle 
play by Thomas Wood Stevens, acted 
by the Community Players of Mount 
Vernon. N. Y.; “Caleb Stone’s Death 
Watch,” a comedy by Martin Flavin, 
acted by the Alliance Players of Jersey 
“Judge Lynch,” by William 
R. Rogers, Jr., acted by the Little 
Theater of Dallas, Tex., and “Crabbed 
Youth and Age,” by Lennox Robin- 
son, acted by the Garden Players of 
Forest Hills, L. L. 

After the curtain fell at the end uf 
the last named play, it was raised 
again disclosing, seated on the stage, 
the four groups that had just acted 
their plays. Walter Hartwig, who so 
successfully managed the entire affair, 
then announced the final decision of 
the committee of judges. The David 
Belasco Cup was awarded to the Little 
Theater group from Dallas, Tex. The 
applause and “bravas” for the winners, 
from the audience, was no more sin- 
cere and enthusiastic than that from 
all those on the stage who had lost 
in the contest. 

The little group of four players and 
their director from Texas had, by the 
sincerity. and power of their acting, 
and through the simplicity and mod- 
esty of their persons, completely won 
the hearts of every one both sides of 
the footlights in the theater.

The Little Country Theater 


Fargo, N. D. 
Special Correspondence 


“T ‘HE year 1924 promises to further 
broaden the accomplishment of 
the Little Country Theater, estab- 

lished in 1914 at the North Dakota 
Agricultural College. Alfred G. Ar- 
vold, head of the department of public 
discussion and social. service at the 
college, is the founder of thé Little 
Country Theater, which is:much more 
than a name, a mere playhouse on the 
campus. It is an expanding idea con- 
stantly unfolding into a fuller expres- 
sion of usefulness and into a wider 
sphere of influence. 

This college year aie of 100 
plays have been presented by student 
players. The message of the drama 
is carried about the State in the fre- 
quent presentation in towns outside 
of Fargo of plays by the Little Coun- 
try Theater players. Plays are pre- 
sented every December by the theater 
as part of an entertainment program 
given for the benefit of boys and girls 
who attend a juvenile farm institute 
held annually at the college. 

The theater also has been given the 
task of directing the remodeling and 
fitting up of a building on the fair 
grounds at Fargo, the use of which 
was dedicated, as a type of small com- 
munity build'ng and theater. 

Much is directly accomplished by 
the Little Country Theater in its ad- 
visory and consulting capacity. Al- 
ready this vear, Mr. Arvold and staff 
have been asked for advice, personal 
conferences, and personal assistance. 
in the production of several out-of- 
town spectacles. One inquiry con- 
cerned an historical pageant to feature 
the annual Stutsman County play day 
at Jamestown in May; a golden ju- 
bilee pageant in Foster County: an- 
other in Kidder County; the annual 
Cass County play day called “Amer- 
ica, The Beautiful,” and exemplifying 
the Americanization theme. These will 
involve casts which probably will in- 
clude some 6000 participants. . 

The Littie Country Theater recently 
found expression in an Americaniza- 
tion spectacle at Bismarck, capital of 
the State, which was host to hundreds 
of delegates from North Dakota, Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin, who attended 
the Ninth District Rotary convention. 


The committee in charge drew to aj ™ 


great extent upon the Little Country 
Theater for recommendations as to 
characters to be portrayed, such as 
the American Indian, the early char-|. 
acter of the northwest and the schools. | 

Last year 35 of the 53 counties in 
North Dakota held play days, nearly 
all of which included pageant, panto- 
mime or drama features. About half 
the counties giving the play days asked 
the Little Country Theater for reconi- 
mendations. Superintendents of schools 
are drawing more and more upon the 
theater for advice upon public pro- 
grams, plays and productions of vari- 
ous kinds. 

In an elaborate program, commem- 
orating the tenth anniversary of its 
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founding, the Little Country Theater 
recently presented tableaux and sev- 
eral plays deemed especially suitable 
for production by rural and small town. 
communities. Men and women from 
every walk of life and from every sec- 
tion of the State attended the anniver- 
sary exercises. 

The primary purpose is to produce 
such plays and exercises as can easily 
be staged in the country schoolhouse, 
the basement of.a country church, the 
sitting room of a farmhouse, or- the 
town hall. Its principal function is to 
stimulate an interest in good, clean 
drama and original entertainment 
among the people living in the open 
country and village, in order to help 
them find themselves, as Mr. Arvold 
says; that they may become better sat- 
isfied with the community in which 
they live. It would use the drama as a 
means in getting people together and 
acquainted with each other. 


New Los Angeles Theater 


LOS ANGELES, May 5 (Staff Corre- 
spondence)—The Piayhouse, newest Los 
Angeles theater, opened its doors to the 
public tonight under the management 
of Arch Selwyn and A. H. Woods, with 
Louis O. Macloon, local representative, 
in charge, While it isa part of the new 
clubhouse erected by the Friday Morn- 
ing Club and used as an auditorium for 
the meetings of that organization, the 
theater has a separate entrance from 
that of the club, and is in all respects a 
usual home of the drama.

HEN a man or woman achieves 
distinction and success in one 
line of creative work, he or she 
is satisfied, as.a usual thing, to con- 

‘tinue along that line—working some- 
times to greater heights, and some- 
‘times striking the same note so often 
that the path of work becomes a deep 
rut, out of which there is no climbing. 
Occasionally, however, one hears of 
an exception, an author who draws the 
illustrations for his own books, an 
actress who writes her own plays, a 
millionaire railroad man ‘who writes 
novels for recreation, or a queen who 
writes children’s books and plays. But 
rarely does the creative worker ac- 
quire facility in so many branches of 
artistic endeavor as Hanna Rion of 
Warwick East, Bermuda, who has 
written a book every summer, painted 
portraits to order, held an exhibition 


of her oil paintings of land and sea- | 
scapes every February, composed deli- | 


cately haunting melodies when the 
inner urge required that sort of ex- 
pression, and. besides all this, found 
time to care for one of the most 
beautiful and interesting gardens on 
the island of Bermuda. 
“Writing, painting, composing and 
gardening are all expressions of the 
same inner urge to show others the 
visions one sees,” she once explained. 
“The same desire to share one’s visions 
with others prompts each of these ex- 
pressions. 
differently. Writing, for instance, is to 
me a deliberate matter of the brain. 
Painting blots out tosuch a degree one’s 
‘personality that the artist is entirely 
unconscious of self. It is as ‘unselfed’ 
a procedure as holding up a mirror so 
that others may see a reflected picture. 
Nothing means anything to the artist 
but the scene he is trying to reproduce. 
Composing music is just as imper- 
sonal, for everything is forgotten in 
“<the joy of catching and jotting down 
the melody one seems ‘to hear faintly, 
like the far away notes of an organ.

In private life, she was Mrs. Alpheus 
Baker Hervey, the wife of an interna- 
tionally known Américan who is an 
authority on algology—the study of 
seaweed. He was at one time presi- 
dent of St. Lawrence University, Can- 
ton, New York. Hanna Rion was an 
American, who was born in Winns- 
boro, S. C., who received her education, 
with the exception of her musical 
training, here. She traveled exten- 
sively, and Jearned to love the tropical 
and semitropical climates, and said that 
if she ever left her present home in 
Bermuda, it would be for an island 
further south.

The early-sown annuals are 
over, and many of the perennials 
whose flowering time is high summer 
are past their best. In late August 
and September it is a real delight to 
have a succession of late-sown annuals 
coming into flower, and brightening . 
the appearance of the garden. Nor 1s 
it either a costly or a difficult matter 
to attain this end. A very small ex- 
nenditure will provide a zood stock of 
seed packets of such charming annuals 
as “love-in-a-mist” (Nigella), crimson 
and pale blue linum, linaria in various 
colors. larkspurs either dark or light 
blue, or best of all, rosy scarlet, an- 
nual gypsophila, different colored 
cornflowers (Centauria), the sweet- 
smelling though rather colorless mig- 
nonette, and all the gorgeous-hued 
varieties of the poppy family (Papauer) 
including the Dutch and “Shirley 
strains in their modern developments.

TILDEN MAY YET 


DEFEND THE CUP 


Will Withdraw Resignation If 
Association Holds Meeting to 
Reconsider Player-Writer Rule 


NEW YORK, May 13—Virtual assur- 


ance that W. T. Tilden 2d would be a | 
member of this year’s Davis Cup tennis 
team was contained in the anneunce-— 


ment today that the national champion 


would withdraw his resignation the mo- ; 


ment the United States Lawn Tennis 
Association called a special meeting to 


reconsider the player-writer rule which | 
next year would move Tilden from the | 


amateur to the professional ranks. 

Late last night G. W. Wightman, 
president of the U. S..L. T. A., an- 
nounced that he would recommend that 
such a meeting be called by the execu- 
tive committee of the association. Til- 
den also agreed to abide by the meet- 
ing’s decision if the vote upheld the 
player-writer interpretation which has 
caused such furore‘in tennis circles since 
it was adopted in March. 

Tilden’s announcement was prepared 


for publication in the issue of American | 


Lawn Tennis dated May 15, but was 
net made public until today. Calling 
of the special meeting came after. mem- 
bers of the West Side Tennis Club of 
New York and members of other tennis 
‘clubs had sought to bring about such 
a meeting. ; 

The champion’s statement came as an 
unexpected development in the con- 
troversy and gave the first definite in- 
timation that he would alter his atti- 
tude on the player-writer rule under 
any circumstances. 

Delving at considerable length into 
various phases of the player-writer 1s- 
sue, defending his course of action and 
proposing remedies for the situation, 
Tilden's statement asserted that the one 
and only cause of his withdrawal from 
international play was the report 
lloleombe Ward, chairman of the ama- 
teur rule committee of the U. S. L. T. A., 
in which the national champion, figur- 
atively, was held up, he said, as an 
‘evil -and harmful influence to 
game.” 

His statement, attacking as out-of- 
date the amateur rule definition that an 
amateur is “one who plays tennis solely 
for amusement and the physical bene- 
fits to be derived therefrom ahd merely 
as a pastime,” declared the time had 
come to revise it and charged that the 
U. S. L. T. A., not its players, had com- 
mercialized the sport. 

“T venture to state,” said Tilden, “that 
under a strict interpretation of this rule, 
no man who plays tournament tennis Is 
an amateur. If he is called upon to play 
a hard match, in which he is extended 


to the limit, he ceases to be an amateur, |

because in that match he is gaining nei- 
ther amusement nor physical benefit and 
the object is not mere pastime. 
an association which sends a man 45,000 


miles in a period of 18 months with his | 


sole object to play tennis in order to 
bring home a trophy (the Davis Cup) 
as they did me in 1920 and 1921, has pro- 
fessionalized that man under the ama- 
teur rule. The fact that the material 
gain is swallowed by the association and 
not the individual does not make the 
player any less a professional under the 
definition of an amateur. I cannot see 
how any association, which so openly 
violates officially its own definition of an 
amateur, can suctessfully support so 
high an amateur ideal for its players. 

“Tennis is commercialized by the U. S. 
TL. T. A., not by its players. The huge 
gate receipts of the national champion- 
ship and Davis Cup matches are far 
more dangerous an influence toward pro- 
fessiénalism than written articles. The 
time has come to rewrite our amateur 
rule, or the U. S. L. T. A. to hold its own 
standard, must do away with gate re- 
ceipts at its official matches. If the asso- 
ciation fears the commercialization of 
tennis reputations, due to- championship 
titles, why not consider some method of 
abolishing their value?’ 

The national champion proposed that 
if a player-writer rule was considered 
necessary that it’ be laid down on this 
formula: 

“On and after a given date, all titles 
of the U. S. L. T. A. either official or 
championship, may not be used in con- 
nection with the signature of a writer 
of an article on tennis in daily, weekly 
or monthly periodicals, nor in the ad- 
vertising matter pertaining thereto. 

“This,” the statement adds, “will 


surely relieve any criticism of commer-. 


cializing titles, yet leave a man free to 
develop any talent in writing tennis, 
which he may possess, and still provide 
the sport literature so necessary to the 
growth of the game. 


“T am not in this fight to save my 
personal amateur status, nor from any 
sense of pique, but from the firm convic- 
tion that the player-writer interpreta- 
tion infringes the inherent rights of the 
individual and, if not defeated, will work 
injury to the game and ultimately wipe 
sport literature of all classes out of 
existence. All I ask is a rehearing as 
scon as possible on the interpretation 
and a vote of the member clubs on 
the question, now that they have had a 
real chance to express their sentiments.

If 
ae _|| Germany is to pay reparations 
~ she must have a moratorium of 
two years in which to balance her budget and restore her 
currency, and the economic unity ot her country must be 
restored. On these conditions the commission estimates 
that she can pay very large sums inside Germany, begin- 
ning next year with 1,000,000,000 gold marks and mount- 
ing by .1928-9 to 2,500,000,000 gold marks a year. The 
commissions have also dispelled the myth that Germany 
has been overcharged in the past few. years by showing 
that her people have made a profit on the sale of 7,000,- 
000,000 gold marks to about 1,000,000 speculators in 
other countries. 

So far so good. But the reports only bring the par- 
ties concerned to the fundamental issues which have 
underlaid the dispute from the beginning, and which have 
been obscured by irrelevant disputation about the points 
now settled by the commissions. The first of these issues 
is that of guarantees. France says, and says with reason, 
that if she is to accept the experts’ solution some jaint 
provision must be made for enforcing performance by 
Germany if she again goes into default. Until that 
alternative sanction is provided she will not quit the Ruhr, 
even though she may consent to making her occupation 
more invisible and to moderating her intervention in local 
affairs. Yet what is that alternative sanction to be? Will 
the Allies undertake to march their armies into the Ruhr 
any time in the next forty years if the Reparation Com- 
mission declares a default? 

The second problem is the old vexed one of convert- 
ing German reparation payments into the currencies of 
other countries. Here the commissions have really 
dodged the issue, though the point has not been generally 
seized. They have not provided that Germany should be 
required to find francs, or sterling, or lire, up to the 
required amount, as the British Government have to 
find doilars in settlement of its debt to the United States. 
They have only provided that the Germar’ Government 
should pay its quota in gold marks into the bank of issue

to the credit of the Allies who are left to get it out as 


best they can. Thus the real crux of the whole repara- 
tions problem is simply pushed back another stage. It has 
never been difficult for any country té pay immense sums 
within its own borders, as the raising of war loans shows. 
The difficulty has always been to pay abroad, because 
that can only be done by exporting goods, which other 
countries will not receive because of its effect on their 
own manufactures, by exporting gold, of which there is 
not enough in the world, or by buying currency which 
immediately depresses exchange. If the British Govern- 
ment finds it difficult to buy $500,000 a day in New York 
in order to provide for its payments, and in the process is 
continually driving down sterling exchange, how is the 
Allied Transfer Committee going to buy nearly four 
times as much foreign exchange a day in order to trans- 
fer the sums which Germany has paid into its account 
in Berlin to its creditors in Paris, London, and Rome? 

Finally, there is the problem of the interallied debts. 
France has throughout said that it would accept a reason- 
able figure from Germany on account of reparations, and 
it has raised no demur to the figures proposed by the 
commission, but only on condition that if it was called 
upon to repay its debts to its allies, it could add that 
amount to its claim against Germany. Great. Britain 
similarly has’ said that while it was willing to reduce, 
indeed, to abandon, its claims against its allies, it would 
have to collect from Germany and its allies an amount 
equal to the figure which it had to pay to America. 

It is thus clear that before the recommendations of 
the experts can be carried into effect a solution of verv 
big ulterior issues will have to be found. There is no 
‘use in disguising the fact that the solution will not be 
easy to find.- But if the various governments concerned 
can approach these issues in the same honest and fair- 
minded way as the commissions, there is good hope that 
another milestone toward European peace and prosperity 
will soon be safely passed. 


UNION among certain of the chiiches in Canada has 


been proceeding steadily for several years. Now the 
Presbyterian, Methodist and 
Congregational churches have 
agreed to form one body or de- 
nomination under the name of 
the United Church of Canada. 
Movement A committee of Canadian 
churchmen has been at werk 
since 1904 to bring about this 
The Dominion Parliament is being asked 
to give legal effect to a resolution on church union already 
made by the churches. Sir Robert Falconer, president 
of the Uniyersity of Toronto, stated the position of the 
union movement recently before the Private Bills Com- 
mittée of the House of Commons when he said: 

The churches are not coming to Parliament to ask if union 
is for their welfare. They say it is. What is asked has been 
done over and over again. There have been unions of Methodists, 
Congregationalists, and of Presbyterian churches. The two real 
quéstions are whetlier the action taken by the church coirts is 
constitutional and whether it is fair to.the minority. 

Opposition to the union has developed mainly within 
the Presbyterian Church. The Methodist and ‘Congre- 
gational churches are entering the United Church unani- 
mously. At the Presbyterian General Assembly last 
vear, 23.2 per cent voted against the union. The opposi- 
tion of this minority is causing some concern to Do- 
minion legislators, 
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- desired end. 


So long as the Presbyterian Church . 


= 


of Canada can unite “‘without loss of identity,” it 1s 
probable that there would be no opposition to the dissent- 
ing minority being allowed to separate into “a’’ Presby- 
terian church. But the union supporters take the posi- 
tion that the minority cannot be allowed the legal status 
of “the” Presbyterian church. 

While the Church Union Bill is occupying the atten- 
tion of the members of Parliament, and is being much 
discussed throughout the Dominion, 
are not waiting for legislation. Particularly in the coun- 
try districts and small towns, in the maritime provinces 
as well as in the prairie west, ynity is manifesting itself 
in practical form. According to evidence before the 
Private Bills Committee there are more than 1245, united 
and co-operating pastoral charges, representing Ov er 3000 
preaching points, in Canada as'a whole. It is the experi- 
ence.of the church leaders that church work in Canada 
can be greatly strengthened by such unity. In sparsely 
settled districts, difficulties caused by the nature of the 
country have been largely overcome by measures of union. 

Union. makes it possible to prevent overlapping, as 
well as to extend the work of the churches into new fields 
where otherwise there would be no such religious serv- 
ices. . It is part of the policy of the movement to 
unite educational and publicity activities, also foreign 
mission work and the great work among Canada’s new 
settlers in the west and in northern Ontario. This work 
is going on in any case, but the promoters of union hope- 
fully look to the Dominion Parliament to give legal 
status. to the United Church of Canada. It should be 
possible for. Parliament to meet*the constitutional require- 
ments of the uniting churches as expressed in the Church 
Union Bill.

enforced. The plea was made 


that journalism is not in fact a profession, and that no 
code of professional ethics could be made to apply to it. 
The chief reason for denying protessional standing to the 
followers of journalism as a “daily pursuit has been that in 
the majority of cases the editor is an employee, and is 
therefore subject to the direction of those who will not 
be bound by the code of ethics to which he himself may 
cheerfully subscribe. 

There is practical force in this. criticism of the 
efficiency of an editorial code of ethics, but to deny to 
journalism the honorable status of a profession is unjust, 
and will be increasingly unjust. as more and more a tech- 
nical training is demanded of those who would follow 
this calling. The fact that the journalist in many 
instances—of. course not in all—is subject to domination 
from some other authority, is-not conclusive. We do not 
think that anyone would deny the clergyman strictly pro- 
fessional status. His calling is one of the three described 
in all of the lexicons as “‘the jearned professions,’ namely, 
law, medicine, and theology; but the clergyman invari- 
ably is a salaried employee subject to the dictation ot 
vestries, trustees, or other boards having authority. More 
and more, also, it is becoming a fact that attorneys in the 
larger cities, until they have passed the greater part of 
their life in the practice of their profession, are the em- 
ployees of great law firms, yet no one denies to them pro- 
fessional standing. 

The definition of “profession” as given by standard 
alithorities is of interest and inportance in this connec- 
tion. Webster defines the term as follows: 


That of which one professes knowledge; the occupation, if 
not purely commercial, mechanical, agricultural, or the like, to 
which one devotes one’s self; a calling in which one professes 
to have acquired some special knowledge used by way either of 
instructing, guiding, or advising others or of serving them in 
some art; calling; vocation; employment; as, the profession of 
arms; the profession of chemist. The three professions, or 
learned professions, is a name often used for the professions of 
theology, law, and medicine. 


Virtually the same line is followed ‘by the Onfoed 


Dictionary, in the following phraseology : 


The occupation which one professes to be skilled in and to 
follow. A vocation in which a professed knowledge of some de- 
partment of learning or science is used in its application to thé 
affairs of others or in the practice of an art founded upon it. 
Applied specifically to the three learned professions of divinity, 
law, and medicine; also to the military profession. 


———/ 


It will be noted that the superficial essential is that 


the calling shall be one which the practitioner professes 
to follow. The requirement that knowledge shall be 
used by way of instructing or guiding others, also seems 
to point directly to journalistic efforts. Of more im- 
portanice, however. is the requirement set forth in both 
of these lexicons that it should be one in which there 
has been systematic training and education. This dges 
not necessarily imply training in an academic institution. 
A long roll might be set forth of distinguished attorneys 
in the past years who never attended a law school, just as 
in the past none of the great editors, to whom no one 
would deny. professional standing, thought of attending a 
school of journalism. It 1s apparent, however, that the 
tendency today is toward systematic education in the 
journalistic career. Schools of journalism are multiply- 
ing, scarcely a state university is without one, and their 
graduates are no longer laughed at in newspaper offices. 
It is wholly probable that before two .generatioris shall 
have passed the newspaper editor: who has not had a 
training in a school of journalism will be the exception 
rather than the rule. 

It is interesting to speculate upon the part which the 
substitution of the ty pesetting machine for the old- 
fashioned hand compositor in newspaper offices is playing 
in the replacement of the “sraduate of the printer’s case, 
by the college trained man in the editorial rooms. For 
the old-time printer who brought to his art a measure of 
literary training, or at least of journalistic intelligence, as 
well as the technical knowledge of typesetting, is rapidly 
disappearing. The compositor who could, and did, set

up an article out of. his own head, without copy, when 
there was a “hole in the paper” needing to be filled in a 
hurry, has vanished. Apparently that sort of protean 


talent does not go with skill in manipulating the keyboard 


ofa typesetting machine: and so more and more as the 
composing room has ceased to be an atitechamber to the 
editorial room, the college of journalism has taken its 
Is the change making for a more forceful, re- 
sponsible and vigorous type of journalism? Only time 
can answer that question. 

But it is fair to note that, as a professional training 
becomes required ef those who would adopt journalism 
as the calling of a lifetime, that calling takes on the char- 
acter of a learned profession. * Perhaps insistence on this 
thesis is not important. If a man does good work, if he 
serves that portion of the world with which he is brought 
into business contacts efficiently, honorably, and well, it 
may be of the least importance to know whether he is 
following a profession, a handicraft, a business, or-a 
trade. And yet when the effort of those who.are endeavor- 
ing to set a high standard fér the calling of journalism 
is impeded by the plea that they are seeking to subject it 
to rules and regulations of conduct which should apply 
only to the learned professions, the time comes to de- 
termine whether it is not entitled to be thus classified. 

No calling, no profession, demands a higher sense of 
responsibility to the general public than this. In none is 
every bit of education, academic or’technical, so valuable 
as in the making of a daily newspaper. In no profession 
are the opportunities so great for the man devoid of any 
professional sense of honor and integrity to prey upon the 
weaknesses of his fellow-beings, and in none is the chance 
of the upright man for honorable and useful service 
greater. If there be any calling which it should be the 
study of its practitioners to elevate to the standing of a 
true profession, and to.surround with the protection of a 


‘ guiding code of ethics, it is this callirfg of the journalist.

Just the other day tourists in the Midi, the south of 
l‘rance, who happened to be passing under-the grim walls 
of the fortified city of Carcassonne, in the department of 
Aude, suddenly found themselves ‘transported into the 
days of medievalism. 
were the lines of horsemen, there were the scaling ladders; 
the catapults and the cannon, and there too was Jeanne 
Hachette. The ladders were placed under the walls, as 
eye witnesses aver, and the assailants swarmed up them— 
only to be thrown headlong from the ramparts by the de- 
fenders. Swords, javelins, bucklers, mounted knights, 
picturesque costumes of the period of Louis XI, all were 
there, and all contributed to the realistic reproduction of 
the time of the siege ot Beauvais. The assault was 
beaten off and the siege was raised, and motion picture 
operators recorded a film version of that famous event in 
accurate to its smallest detail, except that Car- 
cassonne, instead of Beauvais, was used as the setting of 
the famous siege. 

Thus, it is not only in California that fake scenes can 
be enacted, which will be exact in their every particular, 
to bring back again some incident that happened; perhaps, 
thousands of miles away and many years ago. Beauvais 
no longer has any fortifications, Carcassonne has them in 
abundance. What more natural, then, that Carcassonne 
should be the groundwork for the siege of Beauvais? 
Charles the Bold was impersonated by M. Canni Marcoux, 
of the Paris Opéra, Jeanne Hachette by Mme. Yvonne 
Sergyl, and the history was complete. Once more it has

The British abok Grate '

[The following is the first of two articles in which the writer, 
a prominent Liberal journalist of Great Britain, anaylzes some 
of the problems confronting the British Labor Government if it . 
is to maintain itself in office.] 


I 


For more than three months a Labor Government has been 
in office in Great Britain, endeavoring to prove that Labor 
is, in spite of all prophecies to the contrary, fit to govern. - It 
was ushered in last January amid cries of panic from Conser- 
vatives, who spoke as if its advent meant the break-up of 
civilization; it was greeted with tolerance and reserve by the 
Liberals, who thought that it could not be so bad as its Con- 
servative predecessor, and might even be good if it restricted 
its activities to Liberal measures. 

For three months. it has remained in charge of the country, 
though it has no majority in Parliament, and might at any 
moment be turned out by an adverse vote on any major ques- 
tion. ‘The Conservatives seldom now speak as if the existence 
of this Labor Government were a menace to society, for, with 
the exception of Mr. Wheatley, the Minister. of Health, who 
has indulged in a few wild flights which have scared his friends, 
Mr. MacDonald and his colleagues have been so studiously 
moderate in their measures, and so constitutional in their pro- 
cedure, -that, alarmist language of this kind would miss its 
mark. The Liberals have maintained their critical reserve. 
They have. praised Mr. MacDonald when the recognized the 
Russian Government, and when he refused to proceed with 
the rebuilding of a naval base at Singapore; they have con- 
demned him when he or his colleagues introduced a traffic bill 
drawn up by Conservatives, and when they helped that -party 
to defeat a temperance measure for Wales. Whenever a first- 
class question of policy has been referred to a vote of the Hause 
of Commons, Mr. MacDonald has been alternately saved from 
a Conservative attack by the Liberals and from a Liberal 
attack by the Conservatives. :

So far, in the major measures of ministers, the country 
has discovered few traces of any positive policy which is dis- 
tinctively Labor, still less of that comprehensive policy which 
was announced before the general election. They have excused 
themselves to the more ardent members of their own party by 
Say ing that they are in office, but not in power. And that is 
true in more senses than one. For not only are they at the 
mercy \of other parties in Parliament; they are also, owing to 
their inexperience in public life, at the mercy of the very able 
permanent officials of the Civil Service. For three months 
ministers have really been little more than the figureheads 
of the departments. he civil servants have explained ‘to 
them what is being done; what was about to be done, and 
what must be done; and ministers have done it, some apologeti- 
cally, some with an air of confidence. 
have been “carrying on” under the egis of Labor, and making 

a very tolerable job of it. 
But how long can this goon? Where are the snags? Will

policy? And is it not possible that things may happen to 
force an issue, compelling Mr. MacDonald to face the music? 

Ostensibly, the issue between the Labor Party and the two 
other great parties in Britain is that of Socialism. But that 
is not, at the moment, the real ‘issue, nor is it from that cause 
The real cleavage 
lies in the fact that the Labor Party came into power through 
the trade-unions ; that it cannot dissociate itself from the trade- 
union cause, whether that cause be right or wrong; and that 
when the trade-unions, through strikes, make war on the 
country, a Labor Government is in the dilemma of having to 
back up the community against its own supporters, or back 
up its supporters against the rest of the community. That is 
why the far-reaching dispute in the coal industry 1S sO serious 
a menace to Mr. MacDonald.

I say that the real issue is not Socialism, though on this 
point | must make my meaning clear. There is Socialism and 
Socialisrn. There is the brand that has ruined Russia, which 
stands for confiscation of private property, the repudiation of 
and the setting up of a tyrannical. bureaucracy in a 
hopeless attempt to build up a new system on the ruins of the 
old. That is the kindof thing which Mr. Winston Churchill 
has in. mind when he “sees red”; that is the kind of horror 
of which many moderately intelligent captains of industry live 
daily and hourly in dread. 

The substitution of state enterprise for private enterprise 
is the theory which has been adopted by the Labor Party. But 
it is not this theory which :really characterizes the party, or 
which constitutes the fundamental difference between Liberal- 
ism and Labor. Indeed, so far as this point is concerned, the 
quarrel between Liberalism and Labor, until recently, has 
not been so much. between Socialism and _ individual- 
ism, as between how much Socialism it would be wise to apply, 
and how much to reject. ‘The ownership of tramway systems 
by city authorities has generally been favored by Liberals—an 
example of municipal Socialism. There wére many Liberals 
before the war who advocated sthe nationalization ofthe rail- 
ways and even the mines—pure state Socialism! Mr. Lloyd 
George himself has often been accused of leanings toward 
nationalization of the land. oem until recently, were 
never horrified by talk of Socialism as fuch. There were many 
Socialistic ventures they favored, as well as.many which they 
rejected. 

No, the fear of Labor which many Liberats share with the 
Conservatives is not based primarily upon dislike of the theory 
of state enterprise. It is based upon something much deeper. 
It is the fear of\a sectional tyranny, the dominance of one class 
seeking to control the state in its own interests exclusively.

Although the advancement from a 
handicraft stage te the present highly specialized industrial 
stage: of civilization has brought with it the necessity for cer- 
tain changes and readjustments, there is no reason why these 
changes and readj justments cannot be made without internecine 


strife; and revolution,” 
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
